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OBIE REVIEWS THE BASKETBALL SEASON 


When the time came to gauge ourselves to the chief sport of the winter season at Wash¬ 
ington High, we found that Coach Brown had developed a team that showed great promise 
because it not only excelled the team of last year in respect to height but was equally fast. The 
team was built around the co-captains, Paul Herman and Kenny Everett, Afchie Kowell of the 
reserves and two junior high products, Ray Getz and Horace Gillom. 

For their opening game of the season the Tigers met a strong Sharon quintet. They repeated 
them victory of the gridiron by defeating Sharon 27-22. Paul Herman and Ray Getz took top 
honors in the scoring column by scoring seven and twelve points respectively. 

In the second game Massillon met a Stark County opponent, Canton Lehman in the Canton 
auditorium, a floor which had been a jinx to Massillon teams since inter-city rivalry began. How- 
' ver ' a 9 rea t display of offensive power enabled the Tigers to take a convincing 56-21 decision. 

For their final game before the holiday season Massillon clashed with Youngstown Chaney. 
' e ^"'9 ers had another touch of scoring fever as they pierced the hoop frequently for eighteen 

field goals and nine fouls for a total of 45 against their opponents' 19. The two co-captains scored 
3 I points between them. 


Although many teams schedule games during the holidays the Tigers took a vacation. The 
am °bj e ctive of this layoff was to create greater interest among the players after the brief rest 
bring them to the peak of their ability in time for the state tournament. 


er returning, the Tigers nosed head-on into a defeat at the hands of the strong New Phila- 
^ Quakers. A crowd of 1,800 turned out to see the Quakers demonstrate a practically

e period but failed. Barberton connected for the payoff basket in the first minute of the period 
and fo °k the thriller. 



Massillon next met the Canton Bulldogs and the 
Tiger defense boxed the Canton team up so well that 
they were held to 17 points while the Tigers marked 
up 26. This defeat of McKinley served as a satisfac¬ 
tion to the Tiger quintet for the two games they had 
dropped the week before. 

After crushing the Bulldogs the Bengals clashed 
with another Stark County rival. Massillon defeated 
the Alliance Aviators 30-25 and took undisputed pos¬ 
session of first place in the county race. A close 
defense proved to be the key to victory as the Tiger's 
offensive maneuvers failed to arouse anxiety. 

The Bengal's sixth triumph was at the expense of 
Newark, last year's state champs, by a score of 24-20. 
It marked the second consecutive year in which the 
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Tigers have defeated Newark. Massillon chalked up 
ten of their 24 points in the first period and Newark 
found it difficult to come in striking range of this 
margin. 

The Tigers continued their surge over county 
opposition by again defeating Canton Lehman 44-20. 
The game was uneventful and the scoring honors were 
well divided. A clean-sweep of athletic events for the 
county now gleamed in the eyes of Tiger supporters. 

Following the Lehman victory the Tigers experi¬ 
enced a night at which the ball seemed larger than 
the hoop. In a hair-raising finish the Bengals captured 
a 25-24 win from Akron St. Vincent. The Tigers had 
not expected such a strong opponent as they met and 
consequently had to give all they had or taste defeat. 


In the next game the Tigers were gunning {or revenge but failed in their effort as they lost 
their second overtime game of the season. The Massillon quintet was forced to rely on their de 
fense as they made but a small percentage of their shots from the field. It was not until the fourth 
quarter that Salem succeeded in knotting the count and taking the game in the extra period 27 24. 

Anyone who witnessed the Massillon-East Liverpool clash at Liverpool would undoubtedly 
agree that it was the highest scoring match of ihe entire season as well as being a thriller all the 
way. The lead continually changed hands and it was not until the final ten seconds that a timely 
goal by Everett iced the game. The 47-46 score readily indicates that both teams were at their 
best offensive strides. 


Serious business confronted the Tigers next but they again defeated Canton McKinley 36-3!, 
to practically cinch the county championship. It was an excited crowd that saw Massillon for the 
first time in the long rivalry between the two schools take both basketball games as well as defeat 
ing the Bulldogs in football. 

After the confidence they gained from their crushing of Canton, the Tigers avenged the 
defeat that eliminated them from the tournament in the previous season by trouncing Akron East 
31-16. It was the roughest game of the whole schedule as sixteen personal fouls were called. It 
was intended primarily to accustom the Bengals to the Goodyear tournament floor. 

In their final game of county competition the Tigers saw their hopes shattered of an unde¬ 
feated county record by dropping a 35-33 decision to Alliance. It was the first athletic event in 
which Alliance had defeated the Bengals since 1935. The game was close all the way with the 
height advantage of the Aviators matching the speed of the Tigers. 

Once more Kenny Everett ignited the fuse of victory by scoring his only points in an over¬ 
time duel to defeat Mansfield 24-23. Two deliberate fouls by Massillon in desperate attempts to 
get the ball brought them to within the wink of an eye-lash of losing the game. 

In the final game of the regular season the Tigers suffered their fifth defeat at the hands of 
the Warren Presidents. A one-handed shot in the last minute gave the decision to Warren 22 20. 
At no time in the game was either team able to gain more than a three point advantage. 

With the schedule completed with but five defeats out of 17 games the Tigers embarked on 
their quest of the state title. Although they fell short they can certainly be proud of their efforts.
